His legs .are also benumbed up to the 
knees, ami, altogether, the man is a 
"'reck, " 

KalsinB Ciiffuo In Iliiwall. 

We wore out on Suntcr's colleo plan- 
tation a few days since, and were sur- 
prisetl to see what ho had done, says a 
writer in Tlii> Hilo Record. In loss than 
a year he lias cleared in tho heavy forest 
ten acres of laud and sot out over 0,000 
coilee plants. He has done all the work 
himself, and it shows up welL The first j 
planted coffee trees show a growth of 
from ten inches to two feet, and look 
thrifty. Tho only blight we could dis- 
cover was where the coffee had been 
planted imder kukui trees, and since they 
have been cut down the coffee is recov- 
ering from tho blight. But tho second 
year from now there is but little doubt 
that many of tho trees planted will com- 
mence to bear. This aa soil seems to be 
the home of tho coffee, and wo hope that 
in a few years there will be not only ten 
acres, l)iit 10,000. The labor of cleaning 
is compiiratively little. And it will be 
necessary to let most of the ohia trees 
stand for shade to the plants.

TEE SOLID AY. 



■'riu' three days' holiday hisi ueeU wiv. 
thoroughly enjoyed by tho citizens of ^'ie 
toria and their numerous visitors. Wt 
<luestion whether there is h city in tho I)u- 
mitiiou of tho same aize, or anything liUo it, 
that couW have presented hci vai ied a iiio 
griniiiiL> ofaimitements or could have kept up 
tlio interest in them for so long a time. There 
was no ilnlness or no flagging froip the first 
day to the 1 ist. The sports were kept up 
with spirit during the whole time, and th 
pleasure-seekers appeared to enjoy tlieui 
selves as keenly on Saturday, from eaily 
morn until ilewy eve, as they did on Tluirs- 
day. 

It was very phiasant to notice the good 
humor and decorum that were observed 
throughout the whole holiday. Very 
little indeed that was unseemly was 
either seen or heard. We do not say that 
there were no strong waters consumed in 
the city and suhm-bs during tlie three days 
of general lioliday-njaking, Ijtit we <lo say 
that there was surprisingly little drunken- 
ness observable, and that the public oliiecrs 
had very little indeed to do. In a large 
barge load of citizens of all classes and eon- 
ditions latu on Saturday evening, the writer 
did not see one pcson whoshowed the slight- 
est signs of intoxication, and not a word was 
heard that the most rigid moralist eiiuld 
say was iniproi)er or even verging upon im- 
propriety. 

The city was never so full of visitors as it 
was on Friday and Saturday. There could 
not have been fewer than four thousand 
strangers in Victoria oa those two days. 
They could not have found their stay other 
than pleasant. The weather was inagniG- 
cent, the scenoty delightful, and the psople 
they met with everywhere friendly 
and obliging. We have no hesitation 
ill saying that the Queen's Birthday cele- 
bration, though this year longer than ever 
it was b(.-fore, was aa uiiparallelei 1 sueer.s.s. 
There was not a hitch in the proceeilings 
from beginning to end, nor a disagreoahle 
incident of any imporcauce. The different 
comniittees deserve the greatest credit for 
the way in which the celebration was man- 
aged. 

QOVEHNMENT OR OFFOSITION ; 

There are many in this province who ari; 

.'i!onsidering how they shall vote at the com- 
ing election. Thoy uro not wliat are calloil 
"party men." They see that as far as 
provincial politics are ciiiiceined the c;ld 
pii rty des'ignalions arc mere names without 
the least significance. The questions on 
which men divide in tho other provinces ai o 
not the questibiia "at issue in the present 

■ election contest in this province." What 
these no-party men want to do is to vote for 
the men and tlie party who will do ujost, to 
promote the welfare of the province without 
regard to mere party names. 



position would have long ago discov- 
ered it, and having found, or having 
thought they found, a Haw in the reputa- 
tion of a public nuui, llioy would have di- 
rected otfcroion 1»»it wid Jse mukiug 
alliTsions to it and iiiagiiifyihg it as ' long as 
he was before the public. This is what is 
done in the other provinces, and this is 
what would liiivc been done hero if any 
meiubcr of any ( ioveriunent had given bis 
opponents reason to call bis honesty in 
question. ..,

It is true that tliu Opposition have de- 
clared that tho {lovernnient have "bribed 
the people wit li their own money." But 
this accusation is perfectly n)eaningles.i, 
when it is remombereil that the Provincial 
Govornnieut has to do nuicli of tho work 
which is done by municipalities in tho other 
provinces. Nothing is easier than for un 
oijponenl of the Government to say that a 
di.slrict when it gets a school bous(! binlt, 
or a ])iecc of road opened, or a bridge con- 
structed, or any other local improvement 
made, is being "bribed with its own money." 
Such an accusation wmdd come as a ntutter 
of course from jealous neighbors or fault- 
finding opponents— no matter how pme the 
adminstration might be or how great- 
ly the public work was needed. 
The charge , in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, is really a compliment, for 
it shows that the Government is careful to 
see that every part of the country has hail 
the public improvements which it ia its 
duty to provide. 

The opponents of tho (iovernmont then, 
being tlieniselvca the unwilling witnesses, 
prove that the governmenta which British 
Columbia has bad since the present party 
came in power luivo been honest govem- 
meuta. This in the eyes of caiulid and 
I)ubIio-spiritcd men isavoiygreal deal in 
its favor. An upright ;;overnne nl to which 
pven the suspicion of uroug-doing does not 
attach is as great a blessing as a country 
can have. The supporters of the men in 
power have good reason to claim that this is 
the cliiuacter of the present Government, 
and they can point to the criticisms of op- 
ponents in support of the position they take. 

Intelligent observers have also noticed 
that the principal charge which the ()i)posi- 
tion brought against tho Government was 
one of so trilling a nature that it woidd not 
be thought worthy of consi(ieralio!i if 
there was really any serious grievance to 
complain of. Tlie noise that >va8 Uiude 
alpout some of the unimportant acts of the 
Education Departmout was kept up so long 
that the whole community was disgusted. 
A teacher considered himself ill used by the 
Department. The Opposition newspaper 
anil the Opposition i).uty in the l^egisla- 
ture took up his case, and when it came to 
be examined it was found that the teacher 
could not, under the circumstances, expect 
any other treatment thiiu that which he had 
received. It could bo seen at a glance that 
the matter was one in which the comimmity 
had very little interest, and when the Ojipo- 
sitioii magnilieil it into a great public ([Ues- 
tion the oidy conclusion that any sensible 
man coidd come to was that cither the Op- 
position was composed of very silly, small- 
niindfid men, or that they were al their 
wits' end for somethiiiL' to say against the 
Clovernment. It may he that both causes 
bad :iomething to do w ith making a moun- 



The best way to do this is to consider care- 
fully tho claims of both Government and Op- 
position to the support of the electors. The 
Bobson Government, it is true, is a very 
young Government, and lias not yet had 
time to develop a distinctive policy. Tiul 
the men, of which it is compcicd, and by 
which it is supported, have had the direc- 
tion of public afTairs in this province for 
many years. They have, therefore, a very 
considerable period of stewardship to give 
an account of. 

A shrewd and an iutelliijeiit oIis'MA (•i- 
•will be able to form a pretty fair csliuiate 
of a Government by what its opponents say 
■of it. Such an observer must have noticed 
that the Opptisil ion have had very little, 
indeed, to say a;;ainst tin' ( io .■ernineut now 
in jiowcr, or its in.mciliate predecessor.s. 
lie Miu.sl, indeed, have been sur|nised at 
the fewness and the trifling nutnre of the 
chatgos that have been brought against tiio 
Government. Ho sees that not u woul is 
whispered against the integrity of the Ad- 
ministration. 

Tho men in power have had for many 
years the c.\pcn<liture of very considerable 
sums of motley, but the most bitter of their 
opi)oiients has not charged' any single one 
of thoin with personal corruption. The 
observer must conclude that tbeGovernments 
which this province has had of late 
years must have been remarkably honest 
fiovernnienta. If there had been groimds 
for even the suspicion of corruption or want 
of the atriotost Integrity, the lynx-eyed Op-

Any one who has followed the coarse of 
public events at all closely must have cojne 
to the conclusion thut, were it not for tin: 
legislation of last winter, the Opposition 
would be completely bankrupt l"or .ummmi- 
tioii in the present campaign.

eouijil, lining about it. It has increased ' 
tbeir representation lifty per cent. If tin; 
aiivice of BoiUB of the agitators had been 
taken, the Government would have been 
conipelled to go to the country under the 
old law, and the f.owcr I'raser 
v.-oid 1 have had no more than its four 
ropresi nt.ilives in the next Legislative Ah- 
suiobly wnieh, under any circumstances, 
woubl have to exist until tho next census i i 
taken, and it might live out its term. 
Under tho law with which fo much fault is 
found, the Lower Mainland will be ropre- 
sonted by six niembeis, ;ind after the ecnsns 
i.s taki ii it, will bavi' a ■■orrcpondingly more 
powerful voice in forming a new iiedistri- 
but ion Hill. 'I'iie en(|uirer who candidly 
considers all the circuiiistunces of the case 
can hardly fail to come to the conclusion 
that the Redistribution Act of tho present 
Government is ;i prud.-nt ami, idl things 
coiisid'.ued, a just measure. Without mure 
information and lieller iiilnrniation than it 
h.ol at its disposal, it would In: iii:wi:-e and 
ra.-ii to the last degree to submit a measure 
of i cilistribution that was intended to ho 
regarded as thorough and to last for at 
least ten years. 

The Hallways ;\id Kill was, as we said, by 
no means vigorously oppoHi^l by I he Opposi- 
sion. It received the wiirin support of the 
nien Mliom tho Opposition declare it will 
injure. Tho members of tho Legislature in- 
terested in mines, almost to a num, voted for 
the measure, and wore oaniosl in its ad- 
vocacy. Surely tbey are better judges of 
the wants of the miiaiig districts, ami of 
the way in which the law will work, than 
men who know very little about the nature 
of the country and of the olreumstances in 
which men in distant mining regions are 
placed. ■ 

What are the claims of the Opposition to 
the support of men lm\ ing un interest in 
the prosperity of the country? Although it 



1ms been weak in numbers it has been 
weaker still in action. It has been a fac- 
tious, pottifoging Opposition. It opposed 
merely for the sake .of opposing, and it 
wasted what little energy it possessed in 
manufactui'ing petty grievances. We ask 
any man wim lias listened to the debates in 
the Legislature, or read the ■■epoi t.t in the 
newspapers, if there is any member of tliat 
Opposition who has given promise , of being 
a liberal minded legislatorof wide views and 
sympathies,* or'an active, ouergetio admin- 
istrator. Is there any one of them whom it 
would be well to trust with the' leadership 
of a governnieiit V Let the reader go over 
the mimes of them all and he will be partial, 
iudied, if he comes to the conclusion that 
the destinies of tho province would be safer 
ill their hands than it is in those of the men 
who now guide them. Men who have been 
slack even to apathy in opposition will not 
bo vigorous iiiid pushing in power. Ke)ire- 
seiitativcs who were not vigilant when in op- 
position cannot be depended upon to be 
diligent when in ollice. The platform of 
the opposition consists chiefly of a number 
of vague propositions and promises wdiich 
any set of men seeking tho suffrages of the 
people might string together. They 
may mean anything or they may mean 
nothing. The only plank in it that really 
belongs to tho opposition is its 
railway policy. The supporters of 
the Opposition would have the province 
construct its own railways. This ))olicy 
alone is suliiciont to condemn it in the esti- 
mation of all liouesL men wdio really have 
the prosperity of the country at heart. The 
attempt on the part of the (jovernment to 
oiistruct railways would bo sure to result 
in plunging tho province irretrievably into 
bt, and of creating a ..-lass of public plun- 
derers who would fatten while the province 
was being luiiicd. Tins is not mere theory. 
Iv; licrieuee, which has been very ile.U'ly 
paid for, has proved that the work for 
which a Government depending for its ex- 
istence on tho popular vote is most unfitted 
is the construction and operation of rail- 
roads. The elector who wants to see this 
province prosper will cast hU vote against 
the candidate who aiiproves of the (Govern- 
ment building and working railways.

The candidate who supports tho Govern- 
ment which, for many years, has honestly 
and effectively administered tho affairs of 
the province — a (jovernment on which its 
bitterest opponent cannot cast tho slight- 
est repioach — is the candidate for whom the 
man who wishes to iK'friend the province 
will cast his vote. Let the uu[)rejudiced 
elector make a careful comparison between 
Government and Opposition, and we are 
(juite sure that ho will find very many 
rca.sons to induce him to decide in favor of 
the Government.

A COMFEEHENSIVE FLEDQE. 

Mvery one has heard of the Mainland As- 
sociation and the wonderful things that it 
was to do for the Mainland, which, in the 
eyes of the majority of its members, evi- 
dently meant the Lower Fraser. That 
Association met at Vancouver on Thursday 
evening, and, after niuoh solemn debate 
passed the following resolution : 

" 'I'bat we earnestly recpiest the electors 
not to Vote for any caiididatc who will not 
take the following pledge : 

" 1 pledge myself to use every means in 
my ]iowcr to obtain, immediately after the 
ccn--iis, a redistribution of seats which will 
he fair to the whole province. To work 
i-or-dially with all members willing to adopt 
this platfirm, and to bold myself free from 
any allegiance to the present political par- 
ties. And generally to vote and work in 
favor of .sound, popular legislation, and 
against all nieasufi s tending to create land 
and other moni>pi)lics. ' 

Tiiere is not a iMiiiliilate, no matter to 
which party ho belongs, m- wlial section of 
the province he may hope to repi cscnl, who 
coixld not take this pledge with 
an cosy conscience. It is generally 
understood that a measure for tho redistri- 
but ion of t he sc.-its in t he .Assembly will be 
snlMiiit te.I . iMin after the eeii-us is t.iken 
and the results known, ll is not likely that 
any inemlicr will vole for a measure which 
he considers unfair to the whole province. 
The pledge leaves to his judgment to de- 
cide what is fair, and there is nothing on 
which men differ so widely as on the ipies- 
tion of fairness in matters in w lii.di 1 lieir 
ouii interests arc coiieenieil. Nearly all 
candidates arc willing Io pledge themselves 
to work cordially with anyone, no matter 
what his party may bo, who will 
aid them in getting what they con- 
sider fair. Who will not pledge himself 
up to the handle, and further .still, to work 
and vole in favor of "soiinil po])ular legis- 
lation," and nionopcdies of all kinds and 
descriptions have been for a very long time 
the horror of candidates of every imrty. 
Think of a candidate going to the people 
declaring that he would vote for a reilislri- 
bution measure which would he unfair to 
the whole jiroviuee; that lie w<iuld neither 
work nor vole with any one who hail ever 
opposed him or his putty, no matter what 
his opinions at the time might bo; that he 
would vote and work in favor of unsound 
andunpopularlogislation; andthat,if eleried, 
ho would go in for monopolies of all kinds and 
descriptions. Such a eamiidatc would be 
looked upon as a lun.itie. Ho would be 
proiiouiiceil by men of all parties "us mad 
as a March hare." Yet the Mainland As- 
sociation by implioatioii assumes that there 
are candidates who are ready to take a 
plodcjo of this kind. If the Mainland Asso- 
ciation after so long a period of incubation 
could bring out nothing more detinite and 
pronounced than this pledgi', it .should dis- 
solve itself forthwith. We shall soon bear 
of its passing a reaolution solomnly declar- 
ing that snow . is white and that grass is 
green.

Of the 
many regattas held on Vii.'loria .Aril), that' 
r,f last Saturday was imdoubleilly the best, 
both ill atU'udanei,', in the arrangements of 
the committee, and in the faii iicss anil good 
spirit with which eaidi race was cniidueled. 
The jelebralioii comiiiillee showed their 
wisdom in again selecling the Ann for their 
regatta, for although the course is rather 
crooked, and [lerlhips too narrow in some 
jilaces, the beauty of the surroundings more 
til. in eonijiensales for any delicieiicy in the 
former respect, the waliM- being so 
sheltered, the surface of the .Vrni is always 
smonth. The many ))retly villas erected 
along both banks, coiilribute to the (luiel 
beauty of iho acc'iie, and as each choice jilot 
of ground is being built upon and brought 
under cultivation, in ii few years it will bo 
liiird to find a more picturesque spot on'the 
Pacilie coast, or one more suitable for a 
day's pleasuring.

-Col. Wolfen- 
den--look u)) their stations on the starting 
barge, and the signal gun boomed forth no- 
tice of the lirsl race, everylliiiig was in 
readiness. 

The lirst event on the ))rograinme was a 
naval race, lO-oured cullers, distance two 
miles — I'rize ."$15. 

At the signal to get ready, the two large 
cutlers came into line, the splendid ap))ear- 
aiice of the crews eliciting wiinn admira- 
tion. The cutters were distinguished by 
red and green llag.i, and. the crews seemed 
so evenly mulched that it waaatoss-u)) 
which would win.

In luo third race — professional single out- 
rigger skiffs, distance 1^ miles, prize $30, 
2nd $15— three entered: W. F. Stone, of 
Vancouver ; (!. A. Richardson, and \V. 
Langley. 

The boats atarled oil" well and kcjil about 
even for the lirst half-mile. Stone gradu- 
ally forged ahead, and came in winner by 
about three lengllis, with Kicliu rdsun sec- 
oml. This was n pretty race from start lo 
linish. 

The -Itli race was between crews from tho 
.■\iiipliion in gigs. After a well contested 
race the car])entera won. 

.■\ii Indian race was here iiilioduced, and 
il proved as interesting as the native con- 
tests usually do. The San nidi crew won 
amidst the encouraging shouts of their 
friends, who wero jiresent in force. 

The professional shell race, prize .■?:!() 
and Clip ))reseiited by R. C. Daviea, 
came next. Tile outrioa were W. Cots- 
ford, {.;bas. Bush and Jas. .Sceley. 
'i'he men had an evon start, with' Seeley 
.slightly in the lead. At Curtis Point the 
boats fell into procession, witli Cotslord 
leading and Bush second. This jiosilion 
was niiiiiilaineil lo the linish, Cotslord 
being an easy winner, and Seeley dislaiiced, 

Next on the ))rogianiiiie was the e.inoe 
race for Indians, distance 2 miles, I I pad- 
dles to canoe. Prize, SI aiiadiUc; 2nil, fl 
a ))ailille. 

-As this was one of the best races of the 
ilay, imieh interest was manifested in tho 
result. Seven large canoes entered, many 
of the natives being attired ill raeiiig cos- 
tume. The crowd of Indians made a l)ietty 
])iclure as they got in jiositiiiii rraily for the 
start, and wlien the gun lireil llie .sevi'ii 
canoes moved oil" as one, the p.uldles idini ii- 
iiig Ihe water and the erews jiuttiiig forth 
every exertiuii to g:iiii an advantage. It 
looked as if :;onie of tlie i;rew f would foul, 
but this was skilfully avoided, and tho 
canoes ke|il on at a great rat e of S)iecd. 
dust as they bad settled down lo their 
work, however, a large barge drifted right 
ill front of the seven canoes. The Indians 
tried to avoid a .'ollision, and all suoceedod 
but one, which i lu into tho barge, and, of 
eoiir.^e, was at loiee out of tho ruco, to the 
inlenso indignation of the native and Ihidr 
friends. The others managed to avoid ihe 
barge, but tho beauty of the race was sjioilt, 
and the Saonieh crew eanie in first with the 
Cowiohons second. The erew wlio were 
knocked out of tho race returned lo the 
starling burge, and entered an imligiiaiit 
jirotcst. A consolation ))urae of 81 1 . how- 
ever, Hinoothcd mailers over, and the 
wralli of tin; Indians and their friends was 
a|,|)eased.

I'rize, cu)) 
presented by Davidson liios. Distance, 
two miles. 

The eighth event was another race for 
lO-oared cutters between erews of tho 
Amphion— seamen ami stokers. This race 
was a repetition of ihe lirst one, and proved 
equally us interesting; but the winners wero 
reversed, the stokers coming in first, botli, 
crews being loudly olieeced. , . ■ 

For the amateur GhtMnpionship oE B. 0., 
outriggod skiff's — prize,, tfie cup preaented 



by Crane, McGregor k Boggs, four outered. 
At. the start two of the boats fouled, and 
tho contestants were recalled. Another and 
belter start was en'ecled, and all four got 
oil" well together. The race was ))luckily 
contested, but Watts, of Vancouver, proved 
the better iiiaii, ami came in winner after a 
good race, wilh Dos Brisay second. 

For llie jirofessional four-oared race, two 
boats Blartcd, the crews being Watson, 
Widilowsoii, Askew and 11. Watson. 2uil —

Tho races oVer.Who track deserted; the 
regatta run and lost an(l won, people came 
trooping back to. town, making the streets 
so many rivers of humon life.

Toward 
nine o'clock, however, a marked movement 
took ])lace across the hriilge in the direction 
of the governuieiit buildings. So dense was 
this crowd that, but for the rural aunoimd- 
iiigs and the beautifully fresh atmosphere, 
so free from smoke and dust, one would 
have BU))posed one's self on London bridge.

The Business of the First AVcik's Sessluns. 

In Tui; CoLOKisi' thuro hiis alruiuly 
appeared .i bric-f suinm.iry of tho Mudiod- 
ist ciiiifuroiico prococtliui,'-'' "'liich bcK'ni 
at ViineuiiVL-r on Tuesday, wliuii the 
stationing oommitteo beyiui under the 
itinuriuic dyntoiii to appoint to tlioir ven- 
ous spheres of duty tho minister.s resident 
within tlio bounds 'of thu eoaforencu. 
This duty is by no'iiioans an eaiiy or - 
ticuhirly plt'Msnnh rmn, .'iiid, llmiiyh tho 
understiindiiiL! is. ihat tlio will of Provi- 
douco is tliiit such and such a minister 
should liavo uhargo of such aad such a 
field, the human nature, or the old Adam 
that still exists, rebels iii some instances, 
in a more orless overt form, against tlis 
assignment. In order, howuver — such 
is the theory — that there slmuld 
be no avoidable mistakes, various 
draughts of tho stations are made and cir- 
culated, which arc supposed to bo c>pon 
to correction ; but tho ^oud and sub- 
, Btaiitinl reasons for aniendmeut are nut 
unfrequently ignored and, fur better or 
for worse, the three years' ministrations 
are tinally adjudged. Thu public meeting, 
devntud to Sabbath fciehool iiiteresta, was 
hold ill Uonior Street Cluuch, on Tues- 
day evening, the cliair being occupied by 
the retiring president, 11 -v. J. !S. Hall, 
who brielly introduced thu first speaker. 
Rev. M. J. Stevens, of Coniox. This 
gentleman dwelt at some lonyth on tlie 
necessity of spiritual, as well aa intellect- 
ual and physical development, among the 
young. He contrasted llio profit and loss 
systems of ordinary' life, with tlicise nf 
eternity, strongly omphrisi/.ing t!ie ijueu- 
tion, "What shall it pintil a iii;in, if lie 
gain tho whole world ami lose his own 
soul ?" Everyone would have to give ae- 
couiit hereafter for the deeds done in thi! 
body, hence the greater necessity — all 
things considered — of training the young, 
He pointed out to teachers the ininn.'iise 
importance of the work in which they 
were engaged, and of the renards that 
awaited consecration to duty and earnest 
prosecution of their work. Mr. S. J. 
Thomas, of Richtnond, announced his be- 
lief that Sunday school operations Avere 
the most important work of tho church. 
He dwelt upon tho eflects whicii the ex- 
])erienc'j3 of his own early life, in the 
Sunday School, had upon his career; the 
grand old Bible stories, wiiicli were over 
new, having inculcated ill liia niiiid never 
perishing lessuua of love for God and forall 
that is uood and true. There were close 
on seventeen millions of children being 
trained in the world's Sunday schools at 
tho present time, half a million of thorn 
in the Methodist Sunday schools of 
Canada alone. The Sunday school was a 
great Missionary institute as it gathered 
the people in by scores and retained 
them; it was a preservative of the 
church, and without it there v,rould bo 
ruin and decay, while of all other places 
parents ought to recognize tliat it was 
tho best t(i whicli they could send their 
ott'spring. lie urged upun pareii's tho 
duty of ootli morally and liuaacially sup- 
porting Sunday schools. Let their pray- 
ers go with their contributions. 
On Wednesday morning 

THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

took place, as has already been an- 
nounced. After tho retiring President 
Bev. J. Hall bad returned his acknow- 
ledgements of the support and co-oper- 
ation by whicii ho hud been sustained 
durine: the last twelve niouths. llev. C. 
Bryant, the newly elected presitleiit, was 
formally inducted, and returned thanks 
for the honour of whicii lij had been 
made the object. Rev. Joseph Hall, as 
was only fitting, received tho 
thanks of the conference for his faithful 
services as president during the 
past year, after which Messrs. \V. \V. 
Baer, Matthew J. Stevens and Robert 
J. Irwin, were admitted into full minis- 
terial standing, and Messrs. ti. H. M ir- 
den, J. K. Gardener, William D. Mis- 
ener, J, 0. Spencer aud B. B. Beair* 
were continued on probation, tho 
last two being from the Poro Simpson 
district. Mr. .J. P. Hicks was received 
on [irobation, ana to bo allowed liis lirst 
year on cempleting his course ot study. 
Rev. Mr. iilcLeiid, of Zicm Presbyterian 
ohurch, and Rev. Mr. Bromlunn, of the 
Baptist church. Vancouver, were uitru- 
duced and delivered brief addresses. 
Rev. W. Pollard was continued on tho 
list of HUjjeraiiiiuated ininistiirs, and it 
being reported that no ministers had 
ceased to bo recognized, and that there 
had been no removals by death since tho 
conference last met, a brief service of 
praise, and prayer was led by Rev. T. W. 
Hall. It w as determined that Rev. R. B. 
Beairs, of tlio P 'rt Simpson district, be 
si'lit to (I'ilK'ge at the expense of 
the conference. A memorial of 
the Victoria district against the 
reduction of tho salaries of Indian 
missionaries proposed by the Central 
Board of Missions was referred to com- 
mittee, us well as one from tho Westmin- 
ster district asking C(jnfereiicu to repre- 
sent ti> the gencr.al confeinnce the neces- 
sity which exists for the ai^pointmeiit uf 
a general auiieriiiteiident nf missions in 
Britisii Columbia, with functions similar 
to those of Rev. James Wood worth, of 
the Manit«ba and Iforthwest conference. 
Tho Port Simpson district recommended 
— and [heir rocoinmondation was referred 
— that tho next general conference jiro- 
vide that two laymen and two ministeis 
from each district be placed on tho 
stationing coniniictee as well as the 
chairman sf the district. 

The educational meeting in the even- 
ing, which was of a public character and 
was numerously attended, was addressed 
by tho president who refuted tho idea 
that the Methodist cliurch system did 
not eiicoura.;o education. Indeed, ho 
said, that not only tho founders of tlio 
ciiurch, bub^many ministers of the present 
time, were leading lights of learning. 
Rev. 'E. Robson adduced a number of 
statistics showing that 2,10!) persons were 
at tho present time studying in the 
Methodist college and iinivorsity, the 
income of tho education fund last year 
having been §l!),t!ij8, a material increase 
upon former years. Rev. James 
Culvert pointed out thj|t one of 
tho groat. ' ' aims ot ' Methodism 
was tho education of tho masses whose 
niinisterB wuro in no way oiion to tho 
charges of illitorucy. Moroovor, many 
of the; foremost Japanese reformers had 
been tkninod jiui the ^ schools of Method- 
ism. 

Mr, J. "E. McMillan, of ^'■ictoria, 
dwelt upon the increasing influence of 
Methodism from an educational point of 



view, and powerfully euforood^the.iieces- 

sity of ministeis of all denominati jns 
keeping abreast of tho times. 

Rev. James Turner, of Rovelstoke, in- 
timated that advancement in overy de- 
partment was tho order of tho day, and 
ministers should not only have a personal 
knowledge of salvatiun but should bo 
posted in all sciences, should bo able to 
read tho Bible in its original tongue, and 
generally, should have a coiiiprehuiisive 
education. 

On Thursday morning, at the ordinary 
session of Cimfeiunce, it »as deteiinirnid 
to present an address to the Duke of Uoii- 
naught. Rev. Mr. Robson gave notice 
of motion that the Conference for the 
future open on the third Wednesday in 
.funo ins'ead tif tho third Wednesday in 
May. Miss Bowes, President of tho W. 
C. 1'. U., presented the Conforenco with 
a beautiful bouquet. Mrs. Thomp- 
son delivered an interesting address 
on the aims and objects of tho 
Women's Missionary Society, whose work 
the Conference pledged itself to assist in 
every possible way. A resolution com- 
pliinentaiy t(i Rev. J.K. Starr was passed 
on the occasion of his leaving British Col- 
umbia for Toronto, Hubse(juent to which, 
af^ur along debate, taken [lart in by min- 
isters and laymen alike, the proposal in 
favor of a superintendent of missions for 
British Columbia was rejoctod. The an- 
nual missionary meeting in the evening 
was presided over by Rev. C. Bryant and 
was addressed by Rev. A Wood, Mr. W. 
Mclvay and Rev. A. E. Green. 

At the Friday niorning's session it was 
resulved that the cunference meet in 
Victoria on the third Wednesday of May 
next year. t)n the subject of the 
admission of laymen to all the committees 
of conferenoeconsiderabledebate occurred, 
the ministers objecting t i their own 
status and condition being submitted to 
inotlicieia laynieu. It was tinally re- 
solved to recommend to the general 
cinifer. iice that laymen be admit od to 
an eiiual voting jiower with tho ministers 
on all questions coming up for action, in- 
cluding tho Stationing committee, ex- 
cepting that relating to ministerial char- 
acter "Does ho believe and teach our 
doctrines/'' In tho evening the young 
men who had fultilled all ihe conditions 
were formally accepted into full connec- 
tion. 



MISS CAMERON'S ANSWER. 

To THE ElJtTOit: — Mr. Burkholdcr, in 
your last issue, wishes more facts. I 
shall do all in my power to satisfy him. 
1 am asked to "state to the public the 
cause of the boy's disobedience in school 
on that particular day." 1 answer 
frankly that I cannot. I do not know 
why tho boy refused to accede to a 
reasonable request [lolitoly given. 1 only 
know that ho did and obstinately persisted 
ill so doing, and that he was punished for 
the .same. I'he boy was invariably 
spoken to polite'y, but was given to un- 
derstand plainly by both Mr. llalliilay 
and myself, that he had no option but to 
obey, and neither in Mr. Halliday's 
presence nnr at any other time was ho 
allowed to argue the question. 

In attempting to make a rude inter- 
ruption he was i)revented by niy raising 
my hand before his face and saying: 
"fclush, Burkholder ; not without per- 
mission!" I told him'that when ho was 
ready to promise obedience I would hear 
from him, and until that time ho must 
not speak. 

1 am asked in the third place whether 
1 ordered the Principal to take my raw- 
hide and punish tho boy with it/ No, 
decidedly, 1 did not. Doubtless if Mr. 
Halliday bad not considered that the boy 
was in capable hands, he would have 
done so, as in cases of insubordination, 
Mr. Halliday, rightly, iloes not hesitate 
to use tho rawhitle. From the tenor of 
Mr. Burkholdor's questions I infer that he 
believes the opposite to be the case. It is 
not many weeks ago since a case simi- 
lar to the "Burkholder affair" occurred in 
one of the junior divisions. A big boy 
delied a lady teacher and resisted her au- 
thority. Mr. Halliday was sent for and 
found it necessaiy to carry the boy 
bodily to his room and v;hip him with a 
rawhide until ho was thoroughly c(jn 
quered. Teachers don't enjoy doing this 
(the Rev. P. MoF. McLeod tothe contrary 
notwithstanding,) but sometimes it is nec- 
essary. Insubordination in a schoolroom, 
like resis'iug an ollicer in the exoculion 
of his duty, or like nuitiny on boartlsliip, 
is a serious oflenso and must be pr. niptiy 
and decisively met. I think 1 have re- 
plied to all of Mr. Burkholdor's questions. 
Mr. Burkholder wants fac s. Here is 
one, not before made public. After Mr. 
Burkliolder had lodged his written com- 
plaint with tho tru8t(!es, (and by the 
way, I do not at this moment 
know whether lie cniiii'laiiiH that 
his son was too severely punished or 
punished unjustly), Mrs. Jiurkludder left 
a note asking me as a special fav ir to call 
upon her. I did so and found that her 
object was to ask me to let the matter 
dn.p and take back tho boy. I told her 
that tho matter was, on account of Mr. 
Bnrkhidder's written complaint to the 
trustees. linw out of my hands. Sue 
said that she was sorry ho had taken that 
step but that it wasn't too late yet to 
stoi) proceedings, and that the complaint 
would be recalled up Mi my pr 'mising to 
tal;e tho hoy back uiicondiiioiially. 1 
tohl her that 1 couldn't agree to that, 
that 1 considered Mr. I'lirklu'liler had 
not treated me honorably in expressing 
himself as being entirely satislied, and 
then witliout another word to mo on the 
matter placing his complaint befmo the 
board. 1 said further that as ho had done 
so, 1 insisted for my own satisfaction upon 
his going through wi'h it, and said I was 
([uito satislied to leave the matter in the 
hands of the trustees. .Mr. IJnrkliolder, 
who liad entered tho room during the in- 
terview, then became very viidon-. and 
told mo (this was in his own house, where 
1 had gone by Mrs. Burkholdor's special 
ro(|uost,) that his boy would rather go to 
his grave than return to school, and that 
he wcnild rather BOO his boy there than 
that 1 should punish him, and imich more 
in I he same strain, llnishing up by assur- 
ing me that he would always taku his 
boy's word in jirefcrenco to mine. 1 
didn't reply to Mr. Burkholder, but 
tinned and said "gOOd-evening" ,to Mrs. 
Burkholder, and left tho house. In pre- 
sence of Mr. Hayward and Col. Wolfeii- 
den, Mr. Burkholder repeated thes.i re- 
marks, but was instantly silenced by both 
those gentlemen. 1 have throughout en- 
deavored, under rather trying circum- 
stances, to treat Mr. Burkholder with 



courtesy and consideration, and shall be 
pleased to make public any other facts he 
wishes which bear u]ion the case. Again

THE GRAB'S ^HAKIJOK ROAD. 

Contract I.iit I'or Us Coiistriu'tlnn— It Must Be 
CoiiiplRled liy .laiiuary 1, 1891. 

'IV.coma Ciluljo. 

The year ISDO will mark un opuoh in 
tho railroad history of Washington. If 
tho numbor of iiajier lines as shown by 
the record of incorijorations in the secre- 
tary's ofBce at (Jlympia is unprecedented, 
it is equally true that the miles of road to 
bo actually built and |>iit in (■poiation will 
o-xceed that of any known age, or country 
of equal size. 

A few days ago articles of incorpora- 
tion for tho Taconia, Olynipia & Gray's 
Harbor line were filed 4P tho auditor's 
office of Pierce county. Yesterday even- 
ing the contract was closed for tlie build- 
ing of the entire road, by a telegram from 
H. S. lludsuii,priiicii)al assistaiitenginoer 
of the Northern Pacific, to C(d. C. W. 
Griggs and F. D. Iluestis, contractors. 
The bids had been opened but a d.iy or 
so since and had been forwarded to tho 
St. Patd office of tho compatiy, which 
lost no time in canvassing them and 
sigaifying an acceptance. Consequently 
teams, men .and labor are not only in 
demand for the I'niun Pacific extensions, 
but every jiower for hastening the work 
of building tho Tacouia, Olympia ami 
Gray's Harbor road will from now mi be 
used by the cnutraclur.';, (iriggs it 
Huestis, who intend to break tho virgin 
soil in several places of tho state at 7 
o'clock Mondayjnoriiing next. 

The line, which is JOIl miles in length, 
must be completed by .Ian. 1, i8',)t. 
This leaves no time for delay. The con- 
tract is for iiioro than grading, ond calls 
for tuniielli g, bridging and laying tho 
actual rails. Everything is required to 
be in readiness for the operating depart- 
ment of the road by the close of tho 
year. 

On Cirays harbor the mute coniniences 
at Occjsta and follows the Chelialis river 
to l'"lma, thence to Olynipia ami Tacoina, 
with a line diveruing from that part of 
the road at Black river junction, aud end- 
ing at Cenlmliu. 

Tlie points selected for commoncing 
grading and construction are Ocosta, 
Centralia, Tacoma, Olyuqjia and Aber- 
deen. Large forces of men and teams 
will be engaged along the entire lino for 
tho work which is designed to anticipate 
the Hunt system for which subsidies have 
been raised at Centralia and other points 
in conqictition with tho Northern Pacific 
offspring. The Port Townseiid it Sotitli- 
erii is hastening from I he north towards 
Elma, and ;i junction with the transcon- 
tinental lines of the s(jutli. The L'nion 
Paeilic is closing its pre[mrations for a 
grand movement north and west, but with 
all these roiids confronting the Northern 
Pacific, which first occupied the North- 
west field of enterprise, jmrpdses to lead 
in the race to the ucean as well as to 
points of stra'egetic iin[iortance both 
north and south. 

In this the Xortlierii I'acilic has an ad- 
vantage and as shown by its promptness 
in contracting fur the construction of the 
Tacoma, Olympia andGray's Harbor road, 
jiroposes to use it to tho utmost. Wiiilo 
other lines are building to the Sound it 
can connect its main line with the ocean 
and .all the llouiialiiiig cities of tho in- 
terior. 

Engineer Huson having gone east of 
the mountains to superintend other ex- 
tensions of the Northern Pacific the ac- 
cojitance of Messrs. Griggs and Huestis' 
hid was telegraphed to and received by 
them liito yesterday afternoon. The con- 
tract price for tlio work is .?.'!15,000.

THE GRAND FETES <JF THE VINE 
GROWERS' BROTHERHOOD. 



Wlan. OMebmtltm^,mt' Wtnmy' n<irta( the

In .olden time— that is, in the time of 
the Benedicttno monks of Haut Creek— 

these fttos were reliKious colelirations. 
and in the 'J wellth ceiituiy tlio aiuuiiiiial 
examination of vines was llio signal for 
festivities. The Benediotinea cared for 
body as well as soul, and tliey formed 
themselves intoasocioty calloil the "Vine 
Dressers' (or Vine Cirowera') brollier- 
hood." It is said, altliougli the archives 
- were'destroyod by fire in the Seventeenth 
century, that these holy monks celebrat- 
ed a succLSslul vintage by hanquels, 
music aed ilanco. The vine growers ar- 
rayiiJ tliemselvesas Bacclius and as Noah, 
supposed to be the first liusbandnian, 
visited all the vineyards, reproved for 
neglect of vines and distributed prizes 
to those w'ortliy of reward. Giaduaily 
these fetes became less and less religious, 
and iu thoSixioenth century tlio republic 
of Benio was obliged to suppress the 
fetes of Lausanne, then reduced to mere 
orgies. Since then, everywliero but at 
Vevay, these fetes liavo been suppressed, 
and at lirst Vovay, alone in her glory 
tried to celebrate every three years, but 
now about live times in a centurj* seems 
to be the rule. In the Nineteenth cen- 
tury there have been celebrations in 1819. 
1833, 1854, 180 1 and 1881). 

THE FEASTI.NQ. 

Fifteen tliouaand people are comfort- 
ably seated in the amphitheatre, con 
Btructed on the I-'laco du Marche and 
framed by the Aips and by I^ko Geneva 
called by Victor Hugo "a magnilicem 
emerald, enchased as in silver amongst 
mountains of snow." 

Two Imndred tliousand francs, about 
$40,000, have been expended by the 
municipality, and one can have an idea 
of the fete's importance by the prepara- 
tions made for feeding tho actors and 
vine dressers. Three ininicnso dming 
bails, capable of holding 8.000 persons 
have been erected, and the dishes are 
transported from these halls to the kitch- 
en by means of a railway. Eight enor- 
mous caldrons and sis ovens furnish all 
die meats and vegetables necessary, and 
the wines are of the best, selected by 
members of the eoeiety. 

The open side of tho arena is occupied 
by three monumental gates, through 
which enter the allegorical groups. At 
6 o'clock in llie morning the groups 
formed and marclied to tlio arena, at 8 
o'clock tho president made a speech of 
welcome, prizes were distributed, and at 
9 o'clock began the grand entertainment. 

The procession wjis preceded by a com- 
pany of Swiss, men of inii)osing stature, 
costumed as lansquenets. These were 
accompanied by nmstcof Qfo and drum, 
and after them came the groups repre- 
senting tho seasons. Each group had a 
grand chief, who sang a recitative as his 
followers passed the grand stand and 
Uhen all joined iu a chorus. First came 
the group of Spring. The goddess Pales, 
queen of sheplierdcssea, borne on a tri- 
unq jhal car by white oxen, spotted with 
red, was sifrrounded by gi*acef\d shep- 
herdesses. Tho high priest sang an in- 
vocation to lilies, and tlicro was heard a 
majestic cliorus. Sheplierds and shep- 
herdesses danced two ballets, and of these 
ballets one was interrupted by a well im- 
itated storm. Then came cheese makers, 
herdsmen. Alpine musicians, and as a 
culmination of this scene was heard the 
famous "Itanz dez vaches." 

T£II-: OUA.ND I'AGEANT. 

To represent summer.tho goddess Ceres 
was surrounded by rustic divuiities, 
mowers and reapers, with scythes in their 
hands Siio was invoiced by the high 
priest, an olilce replacing that of tho an 
cieut noinenclator. The reapers bound 
their sheaves and threw them on the har- 
vest chariot, and all these e.^corcises were 
done in measure, accompatiicd by rlij'th 
mical Kon^ii. 

At last camo a group representing "A 
VUlago Wedding." First caiuo tho vio- 
linists, then the bride and groom, pa- 
rents, grandparents and guests from the 
twenty-two cantons. Little cherubs car- 
ried tho marriage corbeille, and the pro- 
cession was elosi'd by the chariot bearing 
the furnilure of tho newly nu'.rried 
couple. As tho famous waltz of Lauter- 
bacb was danced the notary drew up the 
marriage contract, and the scene was 
amusin;.; ;inil I'll'i-clive. The grand finale 
\v:>n a lj:ici-han:ilian dance of course; the 
bacchantes were men, but youug girls, 
dressed as sheperdesses, leading lambs by 
blue ribbons, danced a most beautiful 
ballet. A/.uro and Ceres were represent- 
ed by two biauliea from Vevay — a bru- 
nette and a IjIuikIo — and these ladies be- 
long to the most respectable families of 
the canton. In fact, the richest inhabi- 
tants of Vevay take pride in juining the 
procession. 

One who lias not seen this felt- can form 
no idea of the magnilicence— c'liariots, 
laden witli hay and grain, harrows, 
plows, o::en, sheep, goats— allareeliosen 
from the finest collection in Switzerland. 
The divinities, se.ated on these splendid 
cars, are the handsomest women in the 
country. Kach group has tlireo colors — 
blue, red and light green, or sky blue, 
Bacchus red and green. All the children 
of Spring !ire dressed in blue, and these 
colors, with the rustic music, produce a 
superb ellect. PjuI the ballets arc Ijoyond 
description; no artists could render epi- 
sodes in country life with the exactitude 
of these ballets. 

In tho evening an official banquet was 
given to 1,800 persons who had taken 
part in tho fete. Gods and goddesses, 
higli priests and gardeners, shepherds, 
reapers, mowers — all were in cosliune. 
During tho banquet, which lasted two 
hours, five bands of music were heard. — 
Vevay Cor. New York World.
